New Seed Testing 
Fees Announced by 
Agriculture Division 


Farmers and ranchers of the 
Hamlin arta are interested in pro­ 
v isions of a new seed testing fee 
system which will be put into 
effect September 1 by the two 
seed laboratories operated by the 
Texas Department of Agriculture 
at Lubbock and Austin, Commis­ 
sioner John C. White announced 
this week in a release to The 
Herald. 
A complete test of all seed will 
be made for $2.50 with the excep­ 
tion 
of chaffy grasses, nativ e 
grasses, mixtures and trashy seed. 
This fee can be broken down to 
$1 for germination tests or $1.50 
for purity analysis only. 
A fee of $5 will be lev ied for 
purity and-or germination tests of 
the four exceptions --chaffy, na­ 
tiv e, mixture and trashy seed. 
During a rush season, howev er, 
trgshy seed may be rejected for 
testing purposes. White added. 
Noxious weed seed will be ex­ 
amined for $1 per sample. 
Analysis of seed by an accredit­ 
ed laboratory is required before 
Texas tested seed tags can be 
issued, White explaned. 
No seed 
can be legally offered for sale 
without the tag from the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.

I think of them as I drive along or 
as I walk the streets and see 
things and people with which I 
im well acquainted. 
This is be­ 
ing written from my home town 
of Anson. 
Since my return the question 
most frequently asked is about the 
feeling in Washington regarding 
the truce in Korea. 
Does it mean 
peace'’ 
Is it another Communist 
trick to build up their strength for 
regression in Korea or some other 
r<lace? 


All these questions are questions 
which only the future can definite­ 
ly- answer. 
The truce is based 
largely upon a hope that the basic 
political problems can be settled 
around the conference table. 
Personally, 
I 
am 
pessimistic 
shout the whole thing. The Com­ 
munists have never yet agreed to 
Anything 
which 
did 
not 
work 
oward 
their 
ulterior 
motives. 
They are masters at holding con- 
’erences. 
Their patience is seem- 


n g ly inexhaustible. 
They have 
* aited many y ears for the advan- 
ages they have today and are wili­ 
ng to wait many more for the 
cancerous conditions, on which 
•hey thrive, to grow* and spread. 
Like everyone else, it makes my 
blood boil to learn about the treat­ 
ment of our boys wtio were taken 
prisoner. 
This alone show's the 
utter disregard for common de-

Their lies 
about 
returning 
the

wounded have been proved before 
the world, but it makes no differ­ 
ence to ihese people who have not 
the slightest concept of moral ob­ 
ligations 


This u the very obvious reason 
why, ov?r the long run, only a 
doubtful attitude is justified. 
We 
are dealing with a new kind of en­ 
emy. 
It is inconceivable to the 
American mind that men, such as 
these, shoud be completely devoid 
of decemy and any degree of fair 
play. 


The truce was brought about 
because we wanted to stop the 
killing 
because we place the high- 
est value on human life. 
This 
could not have been particularly 
importart to the Communists, who 
place no value on life, except as ii 
may be ised to further their cause 
They only understand powrer and 
strength—they only respect any­ 
thing out of fear and hatred for it 


It is f sad world w'hen we are 
forced 
tn deal with this sort of 
fanaticism. 
But the choice lies 
between trying to reason where 
reason is 
not respected and at­ 
tempting to destroy by war the 
source and power of Communism 
which 
is 
Russia. 
With all our 
moral forces we will try the for­ 
mer and hope for the best. 


The further breakdown of the 
governments of France and Italy 
tends to support my view that no 
more money should be appropriat­ 
ed for foreign aid until they do 
more for themselves. 
When this 
matter vas under debate in the 
Congress I offered an amendment 
which would have postponed ac­ 
tion until January. 
By that time, 
we could have known whether we 
had friends in these nations of 
not. 
It ioes not appear very fav­ 
orable at this time. 
France is 
paralyzed by strikes, and Italy has 
rejected a government friendly to 
the United States. 
Good dollars 
after bad doesn't seem very wise.

Oil Proraticn for 
September in Area 
Cut Below Aug ust 


Oil production in the Hamlin 
area, embracing the Central West 
Texas District 7-B, will be trim­ 
med 6,533 barrels for the month 
of September below production 
the 143,795-barrel production be­ 
ing allowed for August. 


Texas Railroad Commission last 
week-end moved to stem what it 
considers excessive national stocks 
of crude oil and petroleum prod­ 
ucts. It carved 119,691 barrels off 
the daily Texas allowable for Sep­ 
tember, 
reducing 
next 
month’s 
permissive flow to 3,005,443 bar­ 
rels daily. 


“There is no shortage of crude, 
gasoline or heating oils. 
In fact, 
we’re up to our necks in these 
products,” commented Chairman 
Ernest O. Thompson. 


He pointed to national gasoline 
stocks of 143,319,000 barrels, up 
26,389,000 from a year ago and 
21,000,000 barrels above the level 
considered desirable by the in­ 
dustry or the season. 


Crude stocks total 279.611,000 
barrels, which Is 2,712,000 more 
than a year ago and nearly 10,000,- 
000 barrels more than what a ma­ 
jority of the industry consider de­ 
sirable, Thompson observed. 


The commission, meeting at Aus­ 
tin, hear witnesses at the state­ 
wide proration hearing split even­ 
ly in recommending one or two 
days’ less production state-wide 
next month. The commission fol­ 
lowed the more drastic proposal, 
limiting state-wide flow to 19 days 
next month compared with 21 in 
August
